Truman Voices Thanks 
To Victorious Forces 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—(#)—President Truman tonight called 
V-J Day a time for great rejoicing and for solemn contemplation. 
In a broadcast message on the occasion directed primarily to 


members of the American armed 
Mr. Truman said: 

“With the destructive force of‘ 
war removed from the world we 
can turn now to the grave task 
of preserving the peace which you 
gallant men anc women have won. 
It is a task which requires our 
most urgent attention, It is one 
in which we must ¢ borate 
with our Allies and the other na- 
tions of the world. 

“They are as determined as we 
ere that war must be abolished 
from the earth, if the earth, as 
we know ‘t, is to remain. Civiliza- 
tion cannot survive another total 
War©r. 

V-J PROCLAIMED 

It was Mr. Truman’s second ra- 
dio talk within 24 hours. Last 
night, when word of the formal 
capitulation of the surrender of 
the Japanese had been transmit- 
ted to the mainland, he proclaim- 
ec today as V-J Day. 

But he emphasized that it was 
mo formal holiday. 

The restraint with which the 
United States observed VJ Day 
was in marked contrast to the cel- 
ebrations which broke out across 
the land Aug. 14 when the Japa- 
nese first announced they had had 
enough of the war they started, 
and then los White House 
said the esident himself had 
arranged no special observance. 

Speaking from the White House 
on a VJ Day program which 
originated in Hollywood, Mr. Tru- 
man told the armed forces: 

“The high tide of victory will 
carry us forward to great achieve- 
rents in the era which lies ahead. 
But we can perform them only in 
a world which is free from the 
threat of war. 

TO REMAIN SECURE 


“We depend on you, who have 
known war in all its horror, to 
keep this nation aware that only 
through co-operation among all 
mations can any nation remain 
wholly secure.” | 

The president said the people 
at home, though thousands of 
miles away from most of the 
armed forces, “are close to you in 
Geep gratitude and in a solemn 
sense of obligation. 

“They remember—and I know 
they will never forget—those who 
have come from among you, those 
who are maimed, those who, 
thank God, are still safe after 
years of fighting and suffering 
anc danger.” 

Mr. Truman advised his mili- 
tary listeners that he was “sorry 
to say” that for some of them 
military service must continue for 
a time. 

FORCES TO OCCUPY 

“We must keep occupation 
forces in the Pacific to clean out 
the militarism of Japan, just as 
we are cleaning out the mili- 
tarism of Germany. 

“But the great majority of you 
will be returned to civilian life 
@s soon as the ships and planes 
can get vou here.” 

President Truman was intro- 
cuced from Hollywood by Pfc. 
Alton Bouchard, of San Francisco, 
who 60 hours ago was on Okinawa 
where he was wounded while 
serving as a combat infantryman 
with the 38lst Infantry Regiment 
of the 96th Division.

heediess driving since the lifting 
of gas rationing by C. A. Williams, 
director of the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety. who said: 

“It is the legal obligation and 
duty of the State Patrol to make 
the public roads and highways of 
the state as safe as humanly pos- 
sible, and from the present out- 
look there is-every indication that 
mumerous arrests may be neces- 
sary to eliminate the reckless driv- 
ing and speeding that has sprung 
up almrst overnight.”

~ Nazi War Crimes Trials 
Postponement Expected 


NUERNBERG, Germany, Sept. 2.—(4)—Although nearly 100 mem- 
bers of Justice Robert H. Jackson’s staff are here, the general as- 
sumption today was that the Nuernberg war crimes trials would not 
open before iate Octoberyor, more probably, November. 


This assumption is based on a 
statement two weeks ago by Jus- 
tice Jackson, head of the Ameri- 
can staff to prosecute Nazi war 
criminals, that the defendants 
would have the right to counsel if 
they requested it. 

Counsel cannot be procured for 
the defendants until after the con- 
spiracy indictment is filed in Ber- 
lin and the triala cannot begin 
for at least 30 days after counsel 
is secured, for it will require a 
minimum of that time for attor- 
nevs to prepare a defense. 

Members of Jackson’s staff are 
inclined to shy away from any 
discussion of Martin Bormann, 
_ former chief deputy to Hitler who 
is listed among the 24 arch crim- 
inals slated for trial, but who, ac- 
carding to one rumor, died with 
Hitler during the last days of the 
German stand in Berlin. 

One high ranking officer said 
“Mr. Jackson still doesn’t know 
whether the Russians have Bor- 
mann or not.” 

Similarly a colonel refused to 
discuss Rudolf Hess on the 
grounds that Hess, who preceded 
Bormann as chief deputy and flew 
to England early in the war, was 
a British and not an American 
prisoner. 

The Russian delegation of 30 is 
expected here about Sept. 15. The 
British and French legal staffs are 
expected to number about 30 mem- 
bers each.

BOSTON, Sept, 2.—(UP)— 
The famed frigate Constitu- 
tion—“Old Ironsides” of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes’ poem—will 
again be opened to visitors to- 
morrow after almost four 
years’ seclusion because of se- 
curity reasons. 

The ship was barred from 
public view soon after Pearl 
Harbor because it \was an- 
chored in the Boston Navy 

Yard, where warships were 
undergoing repairs. After 
making history in the war 
with Tripoli and the War of 
1812, “Old Ironsides’”’ was con- 
demned to the junk heap, but 
was restored by contributions 
from America’s school chil- 
dren.

Japanese Raid 


Burma Village 
Near Rangoon 


KANDY, Ceylon, Sept. 2.—(UP) | 
An estimated 10,000 Japanese 
troops, unaware that Japan has 
signed unconditional surrender 
terms, are holding out in the 
Shwegyin area of Burma and last 
night they sent a raiding party 
into Gyogen village 35 miles north 
of Rangoon. 


A United Press dispatch from 
Rangoon said the British were ad- 
vising the Japanese by various 
means of the surrender, but the 
troops are cut off from their head- 
quarters and are still trying to 
retreat to Thailand under orders 
given to them shortly after the 
fall of Mandalay last spring. 


Burmese patriots repulsed the 
raiding party, the dispatch said, 
killing two Japanese captains, one 
lieutenant and 15 soldiers. 


Arrangements were made for 
Japanese officers attached to the 
staff of Gen. Takazo Numata, the 
southern army’s chief of staff, to 
visit the Shwegyin area and. in- 
struct the isolated groups to sur- 
render. 

Meanwhile, the British Sixth 
Minesweeping Flotilla and the In- 
dian navy’s 37th Minesweeping 
Flotilla supported by the British 
East Indies fleet began sweeping 
the Malacca straits of mines at 
daylight today. 

Both flotillas have been at sea 
continuously since Aug. 15, a com- 
munique said, clearing the straits 
preparatory to occupation of the 
Malay . peninsula, Sumatra and 
Singapore. 

The minesweepers will : carry 
out several days of arduous sweep- 
ing before they clear a safe pas- 
sage for the fleet and the convoys 
which are ready to pass down the 
straits to Singapore, the communi- 
que said.

Labor Day and Its Meaning 


On June 28, 1894, President Grover 
Cleveland signed the bill naming the first 
Monday in September of each year as 
Labor Day. 


Never before has labor had as much 
of which to be proud as on this Labor Day 
of 1945. At the same time never was the 
responsibility placed upon Labor by its 
power more clearly defined and seen. 


Behind Labor is the greatest war pro- 
duction triumph in the history of the in- 
dustrial world. Labor’s war record was 
good, not merely in the field of produc- 
tion, but in contributions to war agencies 
and in the buying of war bonds. The 
strikes, some of which were reprehensible, 
and which occupied so much of the public 
attention, involved but a relatively few 
of the millions who worked in war plants. 


Organized labor is being subjected to 
the closest scrutiny. Stronger than ever 
in organization, protected by laws which 
properly recognize Labor’s right of collec- 
tive bargaining, its very strength makes 
it subject, inevitably, to close examination. 


It seems an inescapable fact that Labor 
must “come of age” in responsibility and 
vision to match its strength. The right of 
the strike is not questioned. But it is a 
fact that it has been employed with such 
frequency and abuse®as to make the pub-

‘for S. S. guards, the Platterhof hotel, where minor Nazi officials

There also used to be a swimming pool, but, by cour- 
tesy of Allied fliers, there were now three swimming pools,

The 
determining factor is geography. In holding that belief I am in 
agreement with the advocates of geopolitics, like Haushofer and 
the rest, of whom we have heard so much. 

“There is nothing new about geopolitical theories. One of the 

first of the geopoliticians was President James Monroe of the 
United States. is Monroe Doctrine—the idea of America for the 
Americans—showed that he knew geography to be the best basis 
for international relationships. Today the Monroe Doctrine is as 
valid for the Americas as it was when President Monroe pro- 
claimed it. 
. “The world is composed of great spaces, in one of which each 
nation and group of nations has its place. The place destined for 
the American nations is the Western Hemisphere. The space 
destined for Russia is partly in Europe and partly in Asia—let us 
call it Eurasia. We have no more business to meddle in Eurasia 
than the Russians have to meddle in the Americas. 

“Between our world space and that of the Russians lies the 
British Empire. It is no longer what it was. No longer can the 
British fleet knit that empire into a combination of overwhelm- 
ing power. For one thing, the United States navy is today far 
stronger than that of Britain. The British Empire of the future 
must join one or the other of the world’s great conglomerations 
of power—the American or the Russian—if it is to survive in its 
present form. I think that it will lean in the future, as it has in 
the past, on America; I hope so. 


Soviet Strength _*uss'2 already very powerful, will be far 


more so'tomorrow,. In the space allotted to 
fler—Eurasia—she will develop coal and iron mines and deposits 
of other vital products—uranium, for instance. The United States 
must do the same in the Americas. You Americans of the north 
must make a profound study of the other American republics. You 
must help develop Latin America’s deposits of essential mineral 
products—not forgetting uranium, one of the elements necessary 
to harness the atom. There is plenty of uranium right here in 
Brazil. The United States must help to find it and exploit it 
for the good of all. The nations of the Americas must liberalize 
their laws in the interests of hemispheric co-operation.

Instead of showing that Mr. Roosevelt was in any de 
gree responsible for the debacle at Pearl Harbor, the very opposite 


is proved. 

° : The official reports, quoting from the 
Réosevelt 8 Warning diary of Secretary of War Stimson, 
make the startling revelation that the late President, at least 12 
days before Pearl Harbor, warned of a possible Japanese sneak 
attack. He did so at a White House war council attended by the 
secretary of war, the secretary of the navy, the secretary of state, 
the army chief of staff, and the navy chief of operations. 

Mr. Roosevelt, it is disclosed, predicted on Nov. 25, 1941. that 
the Japanese would attack on the following Monday, six days. 
later. Actually he proved to be only six days off, as the blow 
was struck on December 7. 

For the commander-in-chief to have made a fateful predic- 
tion of that kind at a war council attended by his chief military 
and naval! advisors should have been ample warning of the danger 
that faced us. 

Certainly it is enough to absolve the White House of any blame 
for the failure of our military commanders to implement the 
warning properly. 

But the official reports of the investigating boards go even 
further in absolving Mr. Roosevelt of responsibility for the events 
at Pearl Harbor, He is shown to have ordered that we commit 
no overt act toward starting the war; he insisted that nothing be 
done which might be construed as provoking the Japs to attack. 

In the face of the facts as they are now disclosed, those who 
have been circulating the ugly reports for three and a half years 
as to White House culpability for Pearl Harbor are made to look 
foolish and downright stupid. There was never, it is shown, the 
slightest basis for their critical wails. 

What they were doing was to use underhand methods in try- 
ing to undermine the confidence of the country in its war presi- 
dent.

It is as- 
sumed that a well of pure drink- 
ing water was one of the first 
things needed at the new seat of 
county government and for that 
reason the well in all probability 
was dug in 1848, the year the

the well was surrounded with 
tradition. The most famous legend 


is that anyone who ever drank 
from it would surely return to) 
Sylvania. This being true, Syl-| 
vania can mourn the loss of one’ 


of its drawing card-, but it should fone

NEW YORK. Sept. 2.—No soon- 
er do I carve my initials on the 
fence intertwined “with those of 
President Harry Truman inside a 
Valentine heart than what does 
he do but propose the forgivery 
of all those war debts! 

I find that I have rocked 
through the crisis, however, be- 
cause, after all, none of them ever 
did expect to pay off, anyway, 
and most of us didn’t expect them 
to, and anyone who did deserves 
a place on Elliott Roosevelt’s suck- 
er list. -There is nothing they 


could use for money even if they. 


wanted to pay and our labor 
movement and our manufacturers 
would never permit them to dump 
on‘'our markets the equivalent in 
manufactured goods. True, we 
could. soak up a quantity of 
Scotch by way of return lend- 
lease but our native corn squeez- 
ing interests would have some- 
thing to say about that, consid- 
ering that they are heavy taxpay- 
ers and employers, and, by com- 
parison with the total, we could 
use only a negligible amount of 
chutney, bloaters and tweedy 
things from Britain, caviar from 
Russia and reece say Camem- 
bert and ‘ady-pants from France. 

As all realistic Americans an- 
ticipated, we pick up the check 
but anyway, apparently, we saw 
off here and begin paying our 
way out but don’t continue work- 
ing one day or a half-day a week 
indefinitely for unknown and un- 
seen opposite numbers residing, in 
the late Mr. Roosevelt’s pear- 
shaped phrase, “everywhere in the 
world.”

negotiations such as, in the other 
case, left us with nothing but a 
few pounds of banknotes engrav- 
ings, the material evidence cf the 
debt from the last war which, one 
day about 10 years ago, I held in 
my hands in a room where they 
are stored under the front stoop 
of the Treasury. They are done 
in beautiful colors and autograph- 
ed by Benito Mussolini, and finan- 
cial officers of Britain and France, 
millions of dollars at a clip, and, 
except as souvenirs, treasured by 
those morbid souls who collect 
birds’ eggs, sprigs of statesmen’s 
whiskers and postage stamps, they 
aren’t worth their space in stor- 
age. 
When a bank lends big money 
an industry which is having 
trouble, whether from mismanage- 
ment or from reasons beyond its 
control, the lender assumes some 
control over the firm's affairs. 
Our government also does this 
when it comes to the help of do- 
mestic industries. It examines 
pay rolls and limits the salaries 
of «xecutives, demands the cur: 
tailment of wasteful activities and, 
in general, reserves a veto for the 
protection of the taxpayers who, 
after all, provide the money. 
If we were to take this position 
in relation to the debtor countries, 
would undertake to manage 


true that in dealings between big 
nations and little ones, the big 
lenders insist on picking presi- 
dents, dictators and cabinets favor- 
able to them, that just isn’t pos- 
sible here. 

With regard to those off-shore 


bases of ours created under lend- 


lease, some of us may think, im- 
petuously, that we ought to in- 
sist on the cession to us, along 
with their inhabitants, of British 
and French islands where these 
works are, but what I say is that 
they are less trouble to us in their 
present ownership and manage- 
ment, If we got them, we would 
have to make citizens and voters 
of some of the most temperamen- 


tal, indolent, inefficient week-end | 
‘revolutionaries on earth, and by 
‘the thousands they would swarm 
ashore to settle in New York and 


drink, gamble and rob and vote 
for LaGuardia and Marcantonio 
and more and more de luxe doles 
of the Yankee dollar. In case of 
war, considering recent develop- 
ments, we should be able to elim- 
inate them easily as enemy bases. 

The present condition and the 


future of peoples abroad are de- 


scribed as desperate, and warn- 
ings are uttered that unless we 
provide the margin, anarchy and 
dictatorships will ensue. That may 
be so and we may say that we 
are providing a great gift in burn- 
ing the book and assuming into 
our own tax bill for many years 
to come the debts we would for- 
give. But we might have some 
noisy troubles of our own unless 
our own people and particularly 
the ex-service people get decent 
homes and a chance to buy auto- 
mobiles, clothing and food, 

In the last 25 years we have 
persuaded ourselves that there is 
some sort of guilt in our pros- 
perity and comfort and should 
maintain in many other countries 
a standard of living which they 
desire, having heard of ours, but 
can’t support because it simply 
isn’t in the cards. 

They are not only overcrowded 
but too highly industrial and pro- 
duce too little food. There are 
plenty of new fields which could 
absorb surplus millions and re- 
lieve the strain, but pioneering 
does call for some daring and a 
lot of hardship and hard work. 

The question for Americans is 
whether we have the determina- 
tion to enjoy our own gifts and 
advantages and create prosperity 
in a country which, under able 
management, could support all of 
us, but not all the rest of the 
world, on a scale that no other 
nation has ever known,

While workers are losing jobs, 
on one hand, there are demands, 
on the other, for higher wages.

Wage increases are justified in 
many cases, as the Truman admin- 
istration concedes, particularly in 
those industries and_ services 
which never were related to war, 
and among white collar employes.

This, among other 
means, has exaggerated strikes 
and tried to play them up, hypo: 
critically, against a patriotic back- 
ground in a way to condemn all 
labor. It is not a new device. It 
might as well be recognized. 
There are, also, some labor 
leaders who would use this pe- 
riod of confusion and disturbance 
to enhance their personal power, 


selfishly, and not with the interest | 
of the workers they represent as 


the paramount consideration. 

Labor generally is much better 
prepared to protect itselfgduring 
the post war readjustment than it 
was after the last war, or than it 
was when the depression struck 
10 years later. 

After the first World War there 

was quite a spree of union bust- 
ing. It makes one of the unpleas- 
ant episodes of our history as a 
nation. 
_ A few years later labor went 
into the depression still weak. Dur- 
ing the early part of that eco- 
nomic upheaval, unions lost mem- 
bers in droves. They found friends 
when the Roosevelt administra- 
tion took office. 

They seized the advantage, 
moved in quickly at the word of 
welcome and built up gradually 
the strong organization that exists 
today, even in the south. They 
found encouragement and support 
in the New Deal and its adminis- 
trative and legislative acts, includ- 
ing the Wagner act which guar- 
anteed collective bargaining, the 
Wages and hours act and social se- 
curity. These statutes, imbedded 
firmly in the law of the land, now 
provide a ready bulwark. 

They have been accepted by 
both major political parties. 

One unfortunate development 
has accompanied the expansion of 
labor in numbers and power. This 
is the Schism in its ranks between 

O and AFL which, among other 
résults, has brought the jurisdic- 
tional strike. This is one thing 
that American public opinion will 
not tolerate. “It has proved that.

OWI goes out, as it should, with 
the war. But one section of the 
OWI program will be needed just 
as much in the future as it was 
during the war. That is its infor- 
mation service abroad—the serv- 
ice which it set up in Allied and 
neutral countries to provide facts 
about the United States, to explain 
its policies, to see that the Amer- 
ican viewpoint was made clear to 
officials and newspaper editors 
and other influential people in 
foreign countries, and that it was 
presented to the peoples of those 
countries. 

It would take a couple of col- 
umns to enumerate the ways in 
which an official American infor- 
mation service abroad can be use- 


taken by private American agen- 
‘cies. Their value has been estab- 
lished beyond question during the 
'war. By dropping them, we would 
be penalizing no one but 
selves. 

These permanent U. S. informa- 
tion agencies abroad should be at- 
tached to our embassies and lega- 
tions and should be directed 
through the State Department. 
The State Department has begun 
to realize the value of press at- 
taches at the embassies and lega- 
tions. But one or two men attach- 
ed to an embassy staff cannot 
begin to do the job which needs 
to be done. 

Of course, the State Depart: 
ment’s own embryonic publicity 
service abroad could be gradually 
developed. But the economical and 
efficient way of meeting the need 
would be to transfer OW]: for- 
eign information service to the 
State Department in toto. OWI 
nas a going organization with 
many experienced men. Some of 


them signed up for the duration 


of the war only and will soon be | 
‘eral and lasting.

In some countries, the wartime 
information service could be scal- 
ed down.

won.” 


Holiday Toll 
Lower Than 
Former Years

Celebration of the first peace- 
ime holiday in four years swung 
into its last day today in compara- 
tive safety, the nationwide death 
toll for the long Labor Day week- 
end far below prewar levels. 

Only 81 fatalities frem autome- 
biles, drownings and other causes 
were reported throughout the 
country by last night. Traffic 
deaths accounted for 47 lives. 

In 1941, the three-day holiday 
brought violent death to 626- per- 
sons, 423 as a result of automo- 
bile mishaps : 

During the war when gasoline 
and tire restrictions kept many 
celebrants at home the number of 
fatalities was cut sharply. 

Last year 245 persons died, 137 
in traffic accidents; in 1943 the to- 
tal was 205 including 137 automo- 
bile deaths, and in 1942 the total 
reachec 350 of which 179 were 
highway deaths. 

NEW LOW RECORD 

This year’s early fatality fig- 
ures apparently covered most of 
the outbound traffic, officials said, 
edding that if homecoming trav- 
elers used similar caution, the rec- 
ord possibly could be kept -t the 
wartime rate. 

The National Safety Council 
predicted that unless motorists 
watched their war-worn tires and 
drove carefully “we may expect 
@ traffic death toll of 300 or more 
over the three-day holiday.” 
ELLINOIS LEADS 

The preliminary accident toll 
showed Illinois leading the nation 
in the number of deaths, 13 in all, 
including 10 traffic fatalities, one 
crowning and two from miscella- 
meous causes. Ohio was close be- 
hind with five automobile deaths 
anc six from other causes. 

Michigan reported five traffic 
fatalities ana one miscallaneous 
ceath while New York State had 
four highway deaths and two 
from other causes. Wisconsin had 
two traffic deaths, two drownings 
and two miscellaneous.

Allied forces of the Soviet Union, 
the United States of America, 
China and Great Britain which 
have won over Japan.” 

Stalin said that with the defeat 
of Japan, Russia would regain 
southern Shakhalin and the Kurile 
islands as a means of direct com- 
munication to the sea and “as a 
base for the defense of the country 
against Japanese aggression.” 
LOST IN 1904 

Southern Shakhalin and the Ku- 
riles were obtained by the Japa- 
nese from Russia after Russia’s 
defeat in the Russo-Japanese war 
in 1904. Moscow announced yes- 
terday the final occupation of the 
last of the islands in the 550-mile 
Kurile chain. 

A few minutes after Stalin com- 
pleted his eight-minute address the 
Moscow radio announced that to- 
morrow would be a holiday. 

Reviewing the conflict with Ger- 
many and Japan, Stalin declared 
that “Germany in the west and 
Japan in the east” unleashed the 
second World War and “placed hu- 
manity and its civilization on the 
verge of destruction. 

“The hotbed of aggression in the 
west was eliminated four months 
ago and as a result Germany was 
compelled to surrender,” Stalin 
said. “Four months later the hot- 
bed of the world aggression in the 
east was eliminated and as a re- 
sult Japan, Germany’s chief ally, 
has been forced to sign the act of 
surrender. 

WORLD AT PEACE 

“This means that the second 
World War has come to an end. 

“Now we can say that conditions 
necessary for the peace of the 
world have already been won.” 

Stalin declared that Japan, in 
addition to inflicting dafnage to 
“our allies—China, U. S. A. and 
Great Britain—also inflicted most 
serious damage on our country. 
Therefore, we have special account 
of our own to settle with Japan.” 

He asserted Japan began her ag- 
gression against Russia as far back 
as 1904 with her attack on Port 
Arthur—“a device” which she re- 
peated at Pear] Harbor in 1941.

“Jack,” said the veteran’s rep- 
resentative, “you’re a_ veteran. 
You’re in business for yourself. 
According to the book, you’re con- 


}| sidered “self-employed for profit,” 


and as such you’re entitled to a 
guarantee of 100 bucks net profit 
per month. If you don’t make 


#| that much in your shoe business, 


Uncle Sam will give you the dif- 
ference.” 
So Jack filled out finance form 


1387. He figured his net earn- 


ings for the previous month were 
just 20 bucks. Net means his total 
income from the shoe store minus 
his total expenses, excluding per- 
sonal and family items. 

You don’t have to swallow this 
if you don’t want to, but the 
government paid him $80—the 
difference betwen 100 bucks and 
his profit of 20 bucks. That $80 
just about spelled the difference 
to Jack between failure and suc- 
cess. Besides that, he was assured 


of a $100 profit for the next month 
—in fact, for several other months. 


Ten and four-tenths months is 


the longest time any ex-GI can 
draw this readjustment allowance, 


and those months don’t have to 


be consecutive. But in that many 
months—well, Jack was pretty. 
sure he’d be standing on his own 
feet by then. 


There’s a reason for the limita- 


tion of 10.4 months, but there’s 
no reason for an attempt to ex- 
plain it. Ten and _ four-tenths 
months is top and no argument. 
The same eligibility rules that: 
apply to the $20-a-week readjust- 
ment allowance also apply to the 
$100 guarantee to us veterans who 
are self-employed. We must have 


a discharge other than dishonor- 
able: must have served at least 


90 days, unless discharged with a 
service-connected disability; must 
have served at least one day after 
September 16, 1940; and we must 
own an “independent establish- 
ment, trade, profession, business

CARING FOR CHILDREN: 


Common Foot Ailment 
Corrected by Exercise 


By LETTICE LEE STREET. 

When babies begin those excit- 
ing actions by which they begin 
to walk, their little feet look flat. 
Actually they are not, they just 


look that way because they are 
tiny and the bones are so small 
that the flesh around them hides 
their outlines. 

However, flat-footedness in chil- 
dren is a common fault, and one 
that any doctor can discover upon 
examination. 

Foot exercises are often advised 
by doctors versed in such treat- 
ments. If given faithfully every 
day, they often prove a cure. 
Consequently, if a doctor has ad- 
vised such exercises a mother 
should not neglect giving them to 
her child because it is only by 
tedious repetition of the same ex- 
ercises, over and over, that the 
weak little muscles are strength- 
ened. 

It is also important that a child 
with flat feet should wear correct 
shoes, but only a doctor should 
advise the mother about this mat- 
ter, not a shoe salesman. 

Actually, the feet do not stop 
their development until about the 
twentieth year and if mothers will 
take constant care of their chil- 
dren’s feet when they are babies 
and little tots many torturous foot 
troubles may be avoided. 

A baby’s feet are appealing be- 
cause of their tininess, their per- 
fection and their pink and white 
prettiness. The tininess and ten- 
der peach-bloom color cannot last 
as a child grows older, but the 
structural beauty of the foot and 
its unblemished skin can, if a 
mother gives her child’s feet the 
treatment they need. 

Little feet should be washed 
every day, they should not be neg- 
lected during the daily bath, 
They should be dried carefully be- 
tween the toes, rubbed with a 
small amount of oil and lightly 
powdered. 

A baby’s toenails grow quite 
quickly and they should be kept 
smooth and short. by filing them 
with an emory board. Be sure to 
file the nails straight across, be- 
cause then the nail will hold back 
the fleshy side of the toe and 
prevent that painful condition 
known as ingrowing toe nails. 

Every day little feet should be 
inspected for splinters, blisters or

A proposal by National Cmdr. 
Edward N. Schieberling that the 
American Legion engage in all- 
out political activity brought 
sharp repercussians tonight from 
rival veterans’ groups. 


Millard W. Rice, national serv- 


ice director of the Disabled Amer- 
ican Veterans, said that Scheiber- 
ling’s recommendation would 
lend support to mounting fears 
that strongly entrenched veterans’ 
organizationr, with a potential 
membership of 20,000,000, might 
wield enough political power to 
dominate the country. 


Rice said he had heard such 


fears expressed, even by veterans, 
and added that “if the Legion, as 
a bloc, went into partisan politics, 
it would be veering close to Fas- 
cism.”’ He said further that he was 
confident the suggestion “would 
be repudiated by the Legion rank 
and file.” 


WOULD DROP SHAM 


Scheiberling, who will be re 


placed at the Legion nationa! con- 
| vention in Chicago this fall, told 
a press conference last week that 
it was time the Legion dropped 
the sham of nonpartisanship and 
went out to remove congressmen 
and others whose views the Le- 
gion holds dangerous. He said ~ 
the ban on politics, written into 
the Legion’s charter by congress, 
can easily be circumvented—if it 
can not be eliminated. “The char- 
ter,” he observed, “says the Le- 


gion can't support a candidate, 


But it does not say we cannot op- 
pose one.” 


In a subsequent interview, he 


told the ‘Jnited Press that the 
Legion had failed miserably after 
World War I to put over a defense 


program “that might have fore- 


stalled World War II.”

Britain Ends 
War Censorship 


LONDON, Sept. 2— (4) —The 
British government ended its six- 
year wartime censorship today. 
For the first time since Sept. 3, 
1939, the Associated Press was per- 
mitted to transmit stories from 
London to all parts of the world 
without the censor’s approval. 

A brief note from Adm. G 
Thomson, chief of press censor- 
ship, lifted all restrictions on out- 
going cables and radio following 
the signing of surrender terms in 
Tokyo bay. . 

Censorship started on the Sun- 
day when Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain told the world that 
Britain was at war with Germany. 
It evolved from a chaotic affair 
causing hours of delay in outgoing 
news stories to one in which the 
censorship holdups were negligi- 
ble. In recent weeks there has 
been little censorship.
